An authority was consulted yester­ 
day who volunteered the information 
that as soon as the frost goes out of 
the ground the people will w itness a 
most disgraceful sight.

feet of the edge of the hank are no less 
than 25 graves and the expert Is of the 
opinion that this ground will all fall 
away in the early spring.

Blakeley and his wife, who were laid 
to rest there in 1858.

The signals were 
very faint, but that has little to do with it. The 
distance, which is about 1,800 miles, was over­ 
come, and further development of the sending instruments is all 
that is required.

This new system will not affect the cables, for they are being 
perfected constantly.. At present there are fourteen cables between 
Europe aud America, and each one works much faster than the 
Marconi system can work over short distances, and, besides, nobody 
doubts at present that the cable will soon be made from forty to fifty 
times as fast as it is now.

The new seat of Knox county will 
be called Center.

farm house and 
outbuildings of the 
Wishendoffs. 
The change from Nio­ 
brara was made because that place is 
on the border of the county, and the 
voters decided to locate the county 
seat in the geographical center of the 
county.

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TO MOVE COUNTY SEAT TO FARM 


Business Men of Niobrara, Verdigris 
and Creighton, Neb., Preparing 


For Remarkable Exodus. 


Creighton, Neb., Jan. 7.—In its rul­ 
ing that officers of Knox county must 
move their offices to the farm of Wil­ 
liam Wishendoff, 12 miles from the

towns in Charles Mix county across 
the Missouri in South Dakota, where 
horses were hitched to the buildings 
and the entire towns bodily moved 
from old to now sites. 
The new seat of Knox county will 
be called Center.

farm house and 
outbuildings of the 
Wishendoffs. 
The change from Nio­ 
brara was made because that place is 
on the border of the county, and the 
voters decided to locate the county 
seat in the geographical center of the

The fiscal examined \V. ll. Reeves, 
one of the defendants, with regard to 
the p iein g of four duplicate w arrants 
on the postoffice departm ent for tho 
pay of employes in July, 1899, when 
Reeves was deputy auditor of Cuba, 
and involving about $8,000.

Delegate Dennis T. Flynn Is enthusi­ 
astic over the growth and prosperity of 
Oklahoma. 
In conversation with the 
St. Louis OIobe-Deniocrat’s Washington 
correspondent he discussed the develop­ 
ment of the territory enthusiastically. 
Ile said: "There was never such a 
sternly How of good people with money 
Into any new possession of this country 
as lias been and is today converging 
into Oklahoma, and Hie people of the 
east have no conception of it.

Mr. Kean lorm aily announced to the 
senate m o death of Mr. Sewell, and 
ottered mo custom ary resolutions ex­ 
pressive oi the sorrow oi the senate 
aud providing for an immediate ad­ 
journm ent in respect to his memory. 
As a m ark of respect the senate ad­ 
journed im m ediately upon me adop­ 
tion ut the resolutions. 
W hen m e house met after the holi­ 
day recess there was a large attend­ 
ance in m e galleries, out more than 
half the seats on tho door were unoc­ 
cupied. 
Tile chaplain, in his invoca­ 
tion, referred feelingly lo the death 
of m e late Senator Sewell, of New 
Jersey.

As a mark t>i’ respect the senate ad­ 
journal immediately upon tile adop­ 
tion of the resolutions. 
When the house met after the holi- 
uay recess there was a large attend­ 
ance in me galleries, nut more than 
half the seats on tho door were unoc­ 
cupied. 
Tile chaplain, in his invoca­ 
tion, referred feelingly lo the death 
oi die late Senator Sewell, of New 
Jersey.

AMONG THE SCHOOLS 


Tin' primary teachers of the city 
held a special meeting last night. Nun 
her work and other matters of inter 
i st \';is discussed. 


A prominent local physician last 
evening in discussing the prevalence of 
typhoid fever in the city, laid claim to 
the fact that most of the victims weie 
invariably responsible for their afflic­ 
tion because of neglect 
in 
keeping 
themselves immune from the contrac­ 
tion of the disease. 
“The use of impure water,” he stat­ 
ed, “in in the majority of the cases di­ 
rectly the cause 
of 
typhoid 
fever 
though regardless of the many warn­ 
ings that have been heralded not only 
in this city, but all over the country”, 
to induce people to be more careful in 
the use of the water they drink, many 
of them cling to the belief that they 
cannot get sick, and continue to use 
the product of wells and other sources 
of supply that have long since been 
condemned. 
“It is true that East Liverpool peo­ 
ple are not blessed with a bountiful 
supply of pure drinking water, ani 
were it not for the few springs in the 
community the situation would he act­ 
ually alarming. 
However, th£re are 
many families who feel that they are 
too poor to pay for spring water, and 
many of them drink the vile stuff from 
the river without making any effort to 
purify it. 
“This is where the greatest ra'stake 
is made, and one for which there is 
no possible cause 
Even the most im­ 
pure and muddy water taken from the 
river can be easily and quickly render­ 
ed pure and fit for use simply by boil­ 
ing. 
While it may not suit the tast«* 
as well as spring water, it will quench 
thirst and eliminate the possibility of 
causing disease. 
“While there have been a great many 
cases of typhoid fever in the city this 
fall and winter, it is remarakble that 
the malady has not 
gained 
greats 
hold. Proper precautions regarding Mio 
sanitary conditions about the house 
and premises may also in many in 
stances ward off not only typhoid fe­ 
ver hut other diseases of a like nature. 
Filth is always a breeder of disease 
and wherever it is allowed to accumu­ 
late there lurks the death-dealing 
germs. 
* 
“The hoard of health has been doing 
good work in East Liverpool, but it 
cannot look after details that common 
sense teaches people to do for them­ 
selves. Many cases of sickness which 
I have been called upon 
to 
attend, 
could have been easily warded off by 
simple heed of the facts which I have 
given.” 
’

Roy T ried to C nptnro th e B ird and 
N early Lotted Hid L ife. 
‘‘I’ve hunted everything from gray 
squirrels to grizzlies,” said a veteran 
Philadelphia sportsman to a writer in 
the New’ York Times, “and the nearest 
I ever came to being seriously injured 
by any sort of gnine was one time 
when a wounded bird attacked and 
tried to kill me. 
“I was a bqy then and went down to 
a creek that flowed through my father’s 
farm to watch for a mink. It was early 
In the evening and a lilue heron came 
aud sat within tempting gunshot 
I 
knew’ It would spoil my chances at 
mink to shoot the bird, and I didn’t in­ 
tend to do It, but, kldlike, I raised tho 
gun and took aim just to see how I 
could kill it if I would. I lowbred the 
gun aud then raised It again. Every 
time I raised It I would touch the trig­ 
ger gently. After awhile I touched it 
too hard, the gun went off and I start­ 
ed toward the heron, which was wound­ 
ed. 
“I thought It would be a good scheme 
to catch the bird and started to do so 
when Its bill shot out like a sledge 
hammer and struck me between the 
eyes. When I came to my senses, it 
was dark, and It was several minutes 
longer before I could remember where 
I was or what had happened. A little 
harder and the bird would have killed 
me. I shudder even yet w hen I think 
W’hat would have been the result if the 
bill had struck one of my eyes.” 


The judging of a dog is simple enough 
as a general theory, hut most difficult 
in correct practice. It is natural that 
the public at large should understand 
little about it. as the breeding of tine 
dogs either for love* of the animal 0 1* 
as a business is limited to the compar­ 
ative few. 
The average owner of a dog does not 
know the points of value in his animal, 
it is safe to say, although this is not 
time in the case of any one who pre­ 
tends at nil to he a dog fancier. 
When we speak of judging si dog by 
his points, we speak the* literal truth. 
That a dog should la* pleasing to the 
eye is of less importance to the judge 
than to the ordinary visitor lo the 
show. “The homeliest bulldog always 
gets the prize.” you have heard repeat­ 
ed again and again. The prize winner 
is not the homeliest to the judge. He 
represents most truly those points 
which are necessary to making the 
best bulldog for the purposes for which 
a bulldog is intended. 
Every dog may be said to have some 
purpose. 
The mastiff is a watchdog, 
the setter is a hunter, the King Charles 
spaniel a toy, the coach dog is. or. rath­ 
er, was, an ornament to a coach and 
team; therefore when the judge consid­ 
ers an exhibit ho gives the most im­ 
portance to the points which specially 
suit the dog for his purpose. So it can 
readily be seen that, while the one part 
may lie of great importance in one dog, 
it is of very little importance in an­ 
other. 
Stonehenge is the Blackstone of dog 
judging. To show how detailed are the 
points to he considered in The judging 
of a greyhound, for Instance, here is a 
small portion of what he says: 
‘‘The beamlike hack is all important, 
for without strength in this depart 
incut, though high speed may he ob­ 
tained for ti short distance, it is impos 
sible to maintain it. and then we have 
a flashy animal who is brought up at 
the end of a quarter of a mile. The 
hack should have the strength and form 
of a beam. There is a long muscle 
which runs from the hips forward to 
he attached to the angles of tin* ribs, 
and th la, if well developed, gives great 
power in turning, so that it is an essen­ 
tial point, and upon the size of it the 
squareness mainly depends. W it bout 
width of hip no back can be strong. 
since the muscles have no possibility of 
attachment in sufficient breadth, and 
the same may be said of the ribs. 
“In examining, therefore, a dog out 
of condition the experienced eye often 
detects the probability of tin* future de­ 
velopment of a good back, even though 
there is no appearance of muscle at 
the time, because, the bones being of 
good size and breadth, there is every 
reason to expect, with health, exorcise 
and good feeding, that they will la* 
covered by their usual moving powers 
and will then show the substance 
which is desired. 
“It is also desired to hove depth of 
back from above downward, by which 
the whole body is ‘buckled Jiud un­ 
buckled’ with quickness aud power, as 
is required in the gallop. The m u scles 
of the abdomen may draw the chest to-

“It. is true that East Liverpool peo­ 
ple are not blessed with a bountiful 
supply of pure drinking water, an i 
were it not for the few springs in the 
community the situation would be act­ 
ually alarming. 
However, th^re are 
many families who feel that they are 
too poor to pay for spring water, and 
many of them drink the vile stuff from 
the river without making any effort to 
purify it. 
“This is where the greatest mistake 
is made, and one for which there is 
no possible cause 
Even the most im­ 
pure and muddy water taken from the 
river can be easMy and quickly render­ 
ed pure and fit for use simply by boil­ 
ing. 
While it may not suit the tast“ 
as well as spring water, it will quench 
thirst and eliminate the possibility of 
causing disease. 
“While there have been a great many 
cases of typhoid fever in the city this 
fall and winter, it is remarakble that 
the malady has not 
gained 
greater 
hold. Proper precautions regarding the 
sanitary conditions about the house 
and premises may also In many in 
stances ward off not only typhoid fe­ 
ver but other diseases of a like nature. 
Filth is always a breeder of disease 
and wherever it is allowed to accumu­ 
late there 
lurks the death-dealing 
germs.

The average owner of a dog does tint 
know the points of value in ids animal. 
it is safe to say. although this is not 
true In the case of any one who pre­ 
tends at a1) to la* a dog fancier. 
When we speak of judging a dog by 
bis points, we speak the literal truth. 
That a dog should be pleasing to tli«* 
eye is of less importance to tin* Judge 
than to the ordinary visitor ’to tin* 
show. “The homeliest bulldog always 
gets the prize,” you have heard repeat­ 
ed again ami again. The prize winner 
is not the homeliest to the Judge. He 
represents most truly those points 
which an* necessary to making tin* 
best bulldog for the purposes for which 
a bulldog is intended. 
Every dog may la* said to have some 
purpose. 
The mastiff is a watchdog, 
the setter is a hunter, the King Charles 
spaniel a toy. tin* eon eh dog is. or. rath­ 
er, was, att ornament to a coach and 
team; therefore when tin* judge consid­ 
ers an exhibit he gives tin* most im­ 
portance to the points which specially 
suit tho dog for ins purpose. So it can 
readily la* seen that, while the one part 
may boof great importance in one dog.

FULLY BELIEVE THAT M ARCONI SUC­ 
CEEDED IN SIGNALING BETW EEN THE 
COASTS OF NEW FOUNDLAND AND CORN­ 
WALL, ENGLAND, BY H IS SYSTEM OF 
WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
The signals were 
very faint, but that has little to do with it. 
The 
distance, which is about 1,800 miles, was over­ 
come, and further development of the sending instruments is all 
that is required. 
As long as two years ago men who ar© familiar 
with this subject understood p e r f e c t l y well that in the very near 
future the distance covered by wireless telegraphy would be greatly 
extended and that it was only a matter of time when it would be 
fully overcome. 
This new system will not affect the cables, for they are being 
perfected constantly.. At present there are fourteen cables between 
Europe and America, and each one works much faster than the 
Marconi system can work over short distances, and, besides, nobody 
doubts at present that the cable will soon be made from forty to fifty 
times as fast as it is now.

WALL, ENGLAND, BY HIS SYSTEM OF 
WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. The signals were 
very faint, blit that baa little to do with it. The 
distance, which is about 1,800 miles, was over­ 
come, and further development of the sending instruments is all 
that is required. 
As long as two years ago men who are familiar 
with this subject understood perfectly well that in the very near 
future the distance covered by wireless telegraphy would be greatly 
extended and that it was only a matter of time when it would be 
fully overcome. 
This new system will not affect the cables, for they are being 
perfected constantly. .

the fact th a t m ost of the victim s w ere 
invariably responsible for th e ir afflic­ 
tion because of neglect 
in 
keeping 
them selves im m une from th e contrac­ 
tion of th e disease. 
“T he use of im pure w ater,” he s ta t­ 
ed, “in in the m ajority of th e cases di­ 
re* fly th e cause 
of 
typhoid 
fever 
though reg ard less of th e m any w arn­ 
ings th a t have been heralded not only 
in this eity, b u t all over the country, 
to Induce people to be m ore careful in 
th** use of th e w ater they drink, m anv 
of them cling to the belief th a t they 
cannot g et sick, and con tin u e to use 
the product of wells and oth»*r sources 
of supply th at have long since been 
condem ned. 
“ It is tru e th a t E ast Liverpool peo­ 
ple are not blessed w ith a bountiful 
supply of pure drinking w ater, a n i 
w ore it not for the few springs In the 
com m unity the situation would be a c t­ 
ually alarm ing. 
H ow ever, th £ re are 
m any fam ilies who feel th a t they are 
too poor to pay for spring w ater, and 
m any of them drink the vile stuff from 
the river w ithout m aking any effort to 
purify It. 
“T his is w here the g re a te st m 'sta k e 
is m ade, and on** for w hich th**re is 
no possible cause 
Even th e m ost im ­ 
pure and m uddy w ater talo n from ti*** 
river can be eas'ly and quickly ren d er­ 
ed pure and fit for use sim ply by boil­ 
ing. 
W hile it may not su it the ta ste 
as well as spring w ater. It will quench 
th irst and elim inate th e possibility of 
causing disease. 
“W hile th e re have been a g n at m any 
eases of typhoid fever In th e city ti i.* 
fall and w inter, it is rem arakble th a t 
th e m alady has not 
gained 
g rea ter 
hold. P ro p er precaution# reg ard in g Hie 
san itary conditions about th** house 
and prem ises may also in m any in 
stan ces w ard ofT not only typhoid fe­ 
ver but o th e r diseases of a like nature. 
F ilth Is alw ays a b ree d er of disease 
and w herever it Is allow ed to accum u­ 
late 
th e re 
lurks 
th e 
dcnth-deaU ng 
germ s. 
"T he board of health lins been doing 
good w ork in E ast Liverpool, but it 
cannot look a fte r details th a t com m on 
sense te ach es people to do for them ­ 
selves. 
M any eases of sickness which 
I have been called upon 
to 
a tte n d , 
could have been easily w arded off by 
sim ple h eed of th** facts which I have 
given."

ger gently. A fter aw hile I touched It 
too hard, tit0 gun w ent off and I s ta rt­ 
ed tow ard the heron, w hich w as wound­ 
ed. 
"I thought It would be a good scheme 
to catch the bird aud start***! to do so 
w hen Its bill shot out like a sledge 
ham m er and struck me betw een the 
eyes. 
W hen I cam e to my senses, It 
w ss dark, and It w as several m inutes 
longer before I could rem em ber w here 
I w as or w hat had happened. A little 
harder and the bird w ould have killed 
un*. I shudder even yet w hen I think 
w hat would have been the result lf the 
hill had struck oue of my eyes.”

ten d s a t all to he a dog fancier. 
W hen we speak of judging a dog by 
his points, we speak the literal truth. 
T h at a dog should bo pleasing to th** 
eye is of less im portance to the Judge 
th an to the ordinary visitor ’to th** 
show . 
"T h e hom eliest bulldog alw ays 
g ets lh** prix**,” you have beard rep eat­ 
ed again an d again. T he prize w inner 
is not th** hom eliest to th e Judge. 
Ho 
represents 
most 
truly those 
points 
w hich are necessary to m aking th e 
best bulldog for th** purposes for w hich 
a bulldog Is Intended. 
E very dog may be said to have som e 
purpose. 
T he m astiff is a w atchdog, 
th** se tte r is a hunter, th** K ing C harles 
spaniel a toy. tile coach dog is. or. ra th ­ 
er, was, an ornam ent to a coach and 
team ; th erefo re when tho judge consid­ 
ers an exhibit lie gives t Ii** m ost im- 
p ortance to th e points w hich specially 
suit ;lie dog for his purpose. 
So it can 
readily be seen th a t, w hile th** one p art 
m ay be of great im portance in one dog, 
it is of very little Im portance In a n ­ 
other, 
Stonehenge is the B lackstone of dog 
judging. T o show how detailed a re the 
points to be considered In 'the judging 
of a greyhound, for instance, here is a 
sm all portion of w hat he says: 
“T he beam like hack is all im portant. 
for w ithout strength In this d ep art­ 
m ent, though high speed may Im* ob­ 
tained for a short distance, it is im pos­ 
sible to m aintain it. and then w e have 
a flashy anim al who is brought up at 
th** end of a q u a rte r of a milt*. T he 
back should have tilt* strength and form 
of a beam. 
T here is a long muscle 
w hich runs from the hips forw ard to 
bf* attached to the angles of the ribs, 
am i tills, if well developed, gives great 
jMnver in turning, so th a t it is an essen­ 
tial point, and upon th** size of it the 
squareness m ainly depends. 
W ithout 
w idth of hip no back can in* strong, 
since the m uscles have no possibility of 
attachm ent in sufficient breadth, aud 
the sam e may Im* said o f th e ribs. 
“ in exam ining, therefore, a dog out 
of condition the exp*>ri<*no*d eye often 
detects tile probability of th** fu tu re de­ 
velopm ent of a g*MMl back, even though 
there is no appearance of m uscle at 
lh** tim e, because, the bones being of 
good size and breadth, there is every 
reason to expect, w ith health, exercise 
am i good feeding, th a t they will be 
covered by their usual m oving pow ers 
and 
will 
then 
sliow 
th** substance 
which is desired. 
‘•it Is also desired to have depth of 
back from above dow nw ard, by which 
th e whole body is 'buckled and un­ 
buckled’ w ith quickness and power, as 
is required in til** gallop.
